The collection of scarabs, Lots 2 to 62 inclusive, comprising nearly 600 
specimens, exemplifies the different aspects from which this type of 
object is prized. Besides examples, which, for the quality of their 
workmanship, design, or colour, must be counted as small works of 
art, there is a wide range of types less striking at first appearance, 
but of considerable importance for Egyptian iconography. Care has 
been taken in cataloguing that no duplicates should appear in any 
given lot, unless so stated. Where, as in most lots, a number of 
scarabs are included without specific descriptions, they have been 
chosen to give as varied a selection of types as possible. The material, 
where not mentioned, may be taken to be glazed steatite, or less 
commonly, glazed composition, i.e., Egyptian farence.
